great importance th countries with 
extreme climates. Canada fs, there 
fore, vitally concerned, yet almost 
évery other important factor. in house 
construction has received more con- 
sideration. 

In the early days, when fuel and 
structural materials were cheap, 
when thick timber and stone Walls. 
were commonly used in bullding, 
and when people wore heavy woollen 
winter clothing, the question of insu- 
lation was relatively unimportant. 
Now, however, with rapidly increas- 
ing costs of both fuel and house con- 
struction and the subseqtent advent 
of Uhin walls, the situation has en- 
tirely changed.

Not only 
must new houses be insulated to en- 
sure economy and effictency In the 
use of fuel—but the insulation of; ex- 
isting houses is equally Important as 
A means of reducing the cost of liv- 
ing and promoting more healthful and 
comfortable living conditions. 

The domestic conl stoves and fur- 
naces In present use deliver to the 
house fnterior, at best, only, 50 to 60 
per cent. of the heating value of the 
fuel. The economical use of this 
gvailable heat is entirely a matter of 
reducing the heat leakage through 
walls and roof to a minimum. This 
fact has been long appreciated by

Partly Filled Silo 
Is Dangerous Place 
Material When Settling Overnight 
Gives Off Deadly Gas 

The partly Milled silo becomes a 
_ sort of a death-trap taking its toll of 
lives every year. Silage in the early 
stages of fermentation, A. E. Per- 
kins, dairy chemist at the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station, explained, gives off 
large quantities of carbon dioxide, 
which, if breathed instead of air, 
causes death, 

This gas is heavier than air, and 
displaces air in the silo if not allow- 
ed to escape at an opening near the 
surface of the silage. 

There ig no danger when filling is 
in actual progress, but there is dan- 
ger, Mr. Perkins declared, when the 
filling is interrupted overnight or 
longer. Even when the doors are put 
in no faster than the silo is being 
filled, the silage may settle enough 
during the night to form an enclosed 
pit higher than a man’s head. ghe 
silo may thus become a de&th-trap by 


filling with carbon dioxide to the low- | 


est opening 4 
This gas does not transform air in 
oder or appearance, and the victim 


who enters the silo may be overcome | 


by the gas without being aware of its 
presence, Carbon dfoxide is not a 
poison, but kills merely by excluding 
alr from the lungs. 

Removing the doors down to the 
level of the asllage before entering 
after the filling has been interrupted 
will let the carbon dioxide fow away 
and be replaced by air Running 
the cutter and fan for a short time, 
idle or in: cutting, will agitate the 
gas and mix it with tbe air, render 
ing it harmless 

After fermentation is complete and 
the silo has been opened there is no 
further dange: Pirst-aid measures 
consist in prompt remeval of the per 
son to fresh air and artificial reapira- 
tion as in drowning.
